Diphtheria: 

4  Notifications  were  received  during  1941,  two  in  the  New  Year 
before  immunisation  started  in  this  district  and  two  later,  one  turning 
out  to  be  tonsilitis  and  the  other  a  baby  of  between  one  and  two  years 
who  had  not  been  immunised  and  had  moved  here  from  another  district. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation:  was  adopted  in  this  district  early  in  1941 
and  sessions  started  at  the  end  of  February.  A  good  percentage  of  all 
children  of  school  age  was  achieved.

Scarlet  Fever: 


18  cases  notified,  five  of  -which  -were  nuirsed  at  home. 


Pneumonia: 

9  cases  notified.  Eight  deaths  were  attributed  to  pneumonia 
(all  forms)  during  the  year,  the  figure  for  1940  being  12. 

Erysipelas : 

Three  cases.  Tw'O  were  admitted  to  hospital  for  treatment. 
Puerperal  Pyrexia: 

4  cases,  one  nursed  at  home. 

Meningitis : 

Three  cases,  all  sent  to  hospital. 

Q-phthalmia  Neonatoinim: 

One  case  only,  sent  to  hospital. 

Enteric  (Typhoid  and  Paratyphoid  Fever) : 

4  cases  notified,  three  sent  to  hospital. 

Whooping  Cough  and  Measles: 

41  cases  of  -vThooping  cough  -were  notified  by  Medical  Practitioners 
and  67  cases  of  measles.  Many  more  cases  occurred  and  were  reported 
by  Headmasters  of  the  County  Council  Schools. 

Chickenpox,  Mumps: 

The  usual  outbreak  of  these  diseases  occurred  in  the  schools 
during  the  early  months  of  the  year.  In  addition  52  notifications 
(none  after  August)  were  received  from  local  Medical  Practitioners. 

Cancer: 

During  1941  there  were  25  deaths  (one  more  than  in  1940). 


Tuberculosis: 

Nine  new  cases  were  registered  during  the  ^ear  -  7  Pulmonary  and 
2  Non-pulmonary.

GENERAL  REPORT 


In  1941  the  Birth  Rate  fell  slightly,  17.2,  compared  with 
18,8  in  1940.  The  death  rate  was  lower,  10.07  compared  with  11.9. 

The  general  health  of  the  district  was  good,  no  major 
epidemics.  Diphtheria  immunisation  is  proceeding  very  satisfactorily. 
There  have  been  no  outbreaks  of  diphtheria  in  schools  of  the  district. 

War  conditions  have  not  affected  the  health  of  the  people 
generally  and  there  is  no  evidence  of  malnutrition  among  children.
